I tie one can in a 
clean cloth so I cam fish it out with a 
fork when done, then I can dip out 
enough water with a d to allow the 
other cans to be lifted out without get- 
ting my hands into the hot water. * 
The North Cafdlina 4-H recipe says: 
„Kraut is easily canned, which is the 
only clean way of dispensing it w. 
groceries in small quantities. The can- 
ning should be done while it is in the 
freshest possible states . when it is 
from four to six weeks old. The cans 
should be filled full and sufficient boil- 
ing water added to fill the can. A quart 
giass jar should be processed (cooked) 
forty minutes.” 
The recipe here given for making it 
says that the salt is used as a flavoring 
and to modify in some degree the fer- 
mentation. ‘If too much salt is used 
a pinkish. color results; it too little, the 
fermented product may become more or 
less slimy. The temperature of the 
weather at the time of putting up the 
cabbage also influences the fermenta- 
tion. If the weather is very warm, the 
fermentation is too rapid, the product 
has a very white but more or less slimy 
appearance, and the cabbage is tough 
rather than qt natural crispness. If 
the temperature is very low, the fermen- 
tation will be arrested. The best tem- 
perature is probably between 60 and 70
